Printer  of  the  original  edition 
of  this  volume 

William  A.  Davis  was  bom  in  New  York.  He  was  trained 
as  a  printer;  and  with  his  brother  Matthew  founded  the 
printing  company  of  M.L.  8c  W.A.  Davis  in  1795.  The  busi- 
ness lasted  until  1814.  But  at  various  times  over  those  years 
William  printed  and  published  independently,  under  the 
imprint  of  William  A.  Davis  &  &>.  He  had  a  brief  and  rather 
unsuccessful  experience  in  the  New  York  newspaper  busi- 
ness, printing  the  Chronicle  Express  from  November  25, 
1802  to  January  20,  1803  and  the  Morning  Chronicle  from 
October  1,  1802  to  January  19,  1803. 

In  1815  William  A.  Davis  moved  to  Washington  and 
opened  a  printery.  Two  years  later,  on  May  24,  1817,  he 
joined  John  Brannan  to  form  the  bookselling,  publishing 
and  printing  firm  of  Davis  Sc  Brannan.  The  partnership 
lasted  until  April  1818,  when  he  and  Peter  Force  (b.  1790) 
started  the  printing-publishing  concern  of  Davis  &  Force. 
Peter  Force  was  a  man  of  exceptional  publishing  ability, 
who  is  deservedly  revered  and  remembered  as  the  editor  and 
publisher  of  Tracts  and  Other  Papers,  etc.  (1836-46)  and  the 
monumental,  though  unfinished,  American  Archives 
(1837-53). 

Davis  &  Force  prospered  and  became  one  of  the  most 
successful  establishments  in  the  increasingly  competitive 
graphics  business  in  Washington.  Unlike  his  partner,  little 
is  known  of  the  personal  life  of  William  A.  Davis  apart  from 
the  record  that  he  married  Elizabeth  Santford  on  August  18, 
1798;  and  he  died  in  Washington  in  1826. 
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Congress  of  the  United  States.

The  said  message  was  read,  and  is  as  follows : 

FeOow^iiizens  ofiht  SenaU 

and  of  the  nause  of  Representaiivti  : 

In  reviewing  the  present  state  of  our  countiy, 
our  attention  cannot  be  withheld  frem  the  effc-ct 
produced  by  peculiar  seasons,  which  have  very 
generally  impaired  the  annual  gifts  of  the  eartn» 
and  threatened  scareity  in  particular  districts. 
Such,  however,  is  the  variety  of  soils,  of  climates, 
and  of  products,  within  our  extensive  limits,  th 
the  aggregate  resources  for  subsistence  are  mon^ 
fhan  sufficient  for  the  ai^gregate  wants.    And  ^^ 
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far  as  an  econom/  of  consumptioQ,  more  than 
usual,  may  be  necessarjjr,  our  thankfuluess  is  due 
to  Providence,  for  what  is  far  more  than  a  compen* 
sation,  in  the  remarkable  health  which  has  distin- 
guished the  Dresent  yean 

Amidst  the  advantages  which  have  succeeded 
the  peace  of  Europe,  and  that  of  the  United  States 
with  Great  Britain,  in  a  general  invigoration  of  in* 
dustry  among  us,  and  in  the  extension  of  our  com* 
merce,  the  value  of  which  is  more  and  more  dis- 
closing itself  to  commercial  nations,  it  is  to  be 
regretted  that  a  depression  is  eisperienced  by  par- 
ticular branches  ot  our  manufactures,  ana  by  a 
poilion  of  our  navigation.  As  the  first  proceeds, 
m  an  essential  de^;rec,  from  an  excess  of  imported 
merchandise,  which  carries  a  check  in  its  own  ten- 
dency, the  cause,  in  its  present  exUiDt,  cannot  be 
of  very  long  duration.  Tiie  evil  will  not,  however, 
be  viewed  by  Congress,  without  a  recollection,  that 
maiiufacturinjT  establishments,  if  suOered  to  sink 
too  low.  or  languish  too  long,  may  not  revive, 
after  the  causes  shall  have  ceased ;  and  that,  in 
the  vicissitudes  of  human  atfaii-s,  situations  may 
recqr,  in  which  a  dependence  on  foreign  sources, 
for  indispensable  supplies,  may  be  among  the  most 
serious  embarrassments. 

The  depressed  state  of  our  navigation,  is  to  be 
ascribed,  in  a  material  degree,  to  its  exclusion  from 
die  colonial  ports  of  the  nation  most  extensively 
connected  with  us  in  commerce,  and  from  the  in- 
direct operation  of  that  exclusion. 

Previous  to  the  late  Convention  at  London,  be- 
tween the  United  States  and  Great  Britain,  the  re- 
lative state  of  the  navigation  laws  of  the  two  coun- 
tries, growinir  out  of  the  treaty  of  1794,  had  given 
to  the  Britibh  navigation  a  material  advantage  over 
the  AmericQii,  in  the  intercourse  between  the  A  me- 
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rican  ports  and  British  ports  in  Europe.  Tlie  Con- 
Tention  of  London  eoualized  th^  laws  of  the  two 
countries,  relating  to  tnose  ports ;  leaving  the  intei^ 
oourse  between  our  ports  and  the  ports  ol  the  BrK 
tish  colonies,  subject,  as  before,  to  the  respectiTO 
regulations  of  the  parties.  The  British  govern- 
ment enforcing,  now,  regulations  which  prohibit  m 
trade  between  its  colonies  and  the  United  StatM, 
in  American  vessels,  whilst  thej  permit  a  trade  in 
British  vessels,  the  American  navigation  losee*ao- 
cordingly ;  and  the  loss  is  augmented  by  the  ad* 
vantage  which  is  given  to  tlie^ritish  competitioni 
over  uie  American,  in  the  navi  .;ation  between  our 
|K>rts  and  British  ports  in  Europe,  by  the  circuitous 
voyages,  enjoyed  by  the  one,  and  not  enjoyed  by 
the  ether. 

The  reasonableness  of  the  rule  of  reciprocity^ 
applied  to  one  branch  of  tlie  commercial  inter* 
course,  has  been  pressed  on  our  pari,  as  equally 
applicable  to  bolh  branches :  but  it  is  ascertaineot 
tnat  the  British  Cabinet  declines  all  negotiation  oil 
the  subject ;  with  a  disavowal,  however,  of  any 
disposition  to  view,  in  an  unfriendly  light,  what* 
ever  countervailing  regulations  tlie  Unitc-d  States 
may  oppose  to  the  regulations  of  which  (hey  com- 
plain.  The  wisdom  of  the  Legislature  will  decide 
on  the  course,  which,  under  these  circumstances, 
is  prescribed  by  a  joint  regard  to  the  amicable  re- 
lations between  the  two  nations  and  to  the  just  in- 
terests of  the  United  States. 

I  have  the  satisfaction  to  state,  generally,  that 
we  remain  in  ainitv  with  foreign  powers. 

An  occurrence  nas,  indeed,  taken  place  in  the 
Gulf  of  Mexico,  which,  if  sanctioned  by  the  Spa- 
nish government,  may  make  an  exception  as  toltiat 
power.  According  to  the  rejiort  of  our  naval  com- 
mander Of)  that  station^  one  of  our  public 
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vessels  was  attacked  by  an  oTerpowering  forc^ 
under  a  Spanish  coimnander«  and  the  Americaii 
flag,  with  the  officers  and  crew,  insultedt  in  a  man- 
ner calling  for  prompt  reparation.  This  has  been 
demanded.  In  the  mean  time,  a  frigate  and  a 
smaller  vessel  of  war  have  been  ordered  into  that 
Gulf,  for  the  protection  of  our  commerce.  It  would 
be  improper  to  omit,  that  the  representative  of  hit 
Catholic  ^ajestv,  in  the  United  States,  lost  no 
time  in  giving  the  strongest  assurances,  that  no 
hostile  ora  jr  could  have  emanated  from  his  govern* 
mentf  and  that  it  will  be  as  ready  to  do,  as  to  ez« 
nect,  whatever  the  nature  oC  tne  case  and  tlie 
friendly  nlations  of  the  two  countries  shall  he 
found  to  require. 

The  posture  of  our  affairs  with  Algiers,  at  the 
present  moment,  is  not  kuown.  The  Dey,  draw* 
lUi!:  pretexts  from  circumstances,  for  which  the 
United  States  were  not  answerable,  addressed  a 
letter  to  this  government,  declaring  the  treaty  last 
concluded  with  him,  to  have  been  annulled  by  our 
violation  of  it;  and  presenting,  as  the  alternative, 
war,  or  a  renewal  of  tlie  former  treaty,  which 
stipulated,  among  other  things,  an  annual  tribute. 
The  answer,  witn  an  explicit  declaration  that  the 
United  States  preferred  war  to  tribute,  required 
his  leco^fnition  and  obser\'ance  of  the  treaty  last 
made,  which  abolishes  tribute,  and  the  slavery  of 
our  captured  citizens.  The  result  of  the  answer 
has  not  been  received.  Should  he  renew  his  war- 
fare on  our  commerce,  we  rely  on  the  protection 
it  will  find  in  our  naval  force  actually  in  the  Medi- 
terranean. 

With  die  other  Barbery  states  our  affairs  have 
undergone  no  change. 

The  Indian  tribt  s  within  our  limits  appear  also 
disposed  to  remain  at  peace.    From  several  of 
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them  purchases  of  lands  have  been  niacle«  partico- 
larlj  lavoiirable  to  the  wishes  and  srcurity  of  our 
frontier  settleuients,  as  inrell  as  to  the  general  in- 
terests of  the  nation.  In  some  instance«,  the  titleSf 
though  not  supported  bv  due  proof,  and  clashing 
those  of  one  tribe  with  tfie  ciai'ns  of  another,  have 
been  eitin|ruislied  by  double  purchases ;  the  bene* 
▼olent  pohcy  of  the  United  States  prefemnj^  the 
aug^iented  eipense,  to  the  hazaid  of  doing  injus- 
tice, or  to  the  enforcement  of  justice  against  a  fee- 
ble and  untuton-d  people,  by  means  involving  or 
threatening  an  effusion  of  blood.  I  am  happy  to 
add,  that  the  tranquility  which  has  been  restored 
among  the  tribes  tnemselves,  as  well  as  between 
them  and  our  own  population,  will  favour  the  re- 
sumption of  the  worL  of  civilization,  which  had 
made  an  encourao^ing  progress  among  some  tribes; 
and  that  the  facility  is  encreasing,  for  extending 
that  divided  and  individual  owncrh:hip,  %vhich  ex- 
ists now  in  moveable  property  only,  to  the  soil  it- 
self; and  of  thus  establishing,  in  the  culture  and 
improvement  of  it,  the  true  foundation  for  a  transit 
from  the  habits  of  the  savage,  to  the  aits  and  com- 
forts of  social  life. 

As  a  subject  of  the  highest  importance  to  the 
national  welfare,  I  must,  a$|rain,  earnestly  recom- 
mend to  the  consideration  of  Congress,  a  re-organ^ 
ization  of  the  Militia,  on  a  plan  which  will  form  it 
into  classes,  according  to  tne  periods  of  life  more 
and  less  adapted  to  military  ser\-ices.  An  eOicicnt 
militia  is  auttiorized  and  contemplated  by  the  Con- 
stitution, and  required  by  tlie  spirit  and  safety  of 
free  government.  Tiio  pn^sent  organization  of 
our  militia  is  universally  regarded  as  less  eflficient 
than  it  ought  to  be  made;  and  no  organization 
can  be  better  calculated  to  give  to  it  its  due  forre« 
than  a  classification  which  will  assign  the  foro* 
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most  place  in  the  defence  of  the  country,  to  that 
portion  of  its  citizens,  whose  activitj  and  anima- 
tion best  enable  them  to  rally  to  its  standard. 
Besides,  the  consideration  that  a  time  of  peace  is 
the  time  when  the  change  can  be  made  with  most 
convenience  and  equity,  it  will  now  be  aided  by 
the  experience  of  a  recent  war,  in  wliich  the  mih- 
tia  bore  so  interesting  a  part 

Congress  will  calf  to  mind,  that  no  adequate 
provision  has  yet  been  made,  for  t  he  uniformity 
of  weights  and  measures,  also  contemplated  by  tKe 
Constitution.  The  great  utility  of  a  standard, 
fixed  in  its  nature,  and  founded  on  the  easy  rule 
of  decimal  proportions,  is  sufficiently  obvious.  It 
led  the  government,  at  an  early  stage,  to  prepa* 
ratory  ste|)8  for  introducing  it ;  and  a  completion 
of  the  work  will  be  a  just  title  to  the  public  grati* 
tude. 

The  importance  which  I  have  attached  to  the 
establishment  of  a  University  within  this  District, 
on  a  scale,  and  for  objects  worthy  of  the  American 
nation,  induces  me  to  renew  my  recommendation 
of  it  to  the  favourable  consideration  o(  Congress. 
And  I  particularly  invite,  again,  their  attention  to 
the  c\|)ediency  of  exercising  their  existing  powers, 
and,  where  necessary,  of  resorting  to  tne  pre- 
scribed mode  of  enlarging  them,  in  order  to  efiec- 
tuate  a  comprehensive  system  of  roads  and  canals, 
such  as  will  have  the  ciTect  of  drawing  more 
closely  together  every  part  of  our  country,  by 
promoting  intercourse  and  improvements  and  by 
cnciTasing  the  share  of  every  part  in  the  common 
stock  of  national  prosperity.- 

Occiirrences  having  taken  place  which  shew 
that  the  statutory  piovisions  for  the  dispensation 
of  criminal  justice,  are  deficient  in  relation  both  to 
places  and  to  persons,  under  the  exclusive  co^i* 
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mico  of  the  national  autlioritj,  an  amenlSment  of 
the  law,  embracing  such  c-aseti  will  inerit  the  ear- 
liest attention  of  the  Legislature.  It  will  be  a  aea- 
gonable  occasion*  also,  lor  inquiring  how  far  Lio- 
gislatiTe  interpcsjiion  may  be  further  requinte  in 
providing  penaltiea  for  offences  designated  m 
the  Constitution  or  in  the  statutes,  and  to  which 
either  no  penalties  are  annexed,  or  none  with  sui^ 
ficient  certainty  And  I  submit  to  the  wisdom  of 
Con^ss,  whether  a  more  enlai|;ed  revisal  of  the 
crimmal  code  be  not  expedient,  &r  the  purpose  of 
mitigating,  in  certain  cases,  penalties  wliicn  were 
adopted  mto  it,  antecedent  to  experiment  and  ex- 
amples which  justi(}'  and  recommend  a  more  lenient 
poIicT. 

Tne  United  States  having  been  the  first  to 'abo- 
lish, within  the  extent  of  their  authority,  the  trans- 
portation of  tlie  natives  of  Africa  into  slaveiy^  bj 
prohibiting  the  introduction  of  slaves,  and  by  pun* 
ishing  their citizensparticipating  in  the  traffick, can- 
not but  be  gratified  at  the  progress,  made  by  con- 
current efforts  of  other  nations,  towards  a  general 
suppression  of  so  great  an  evil.  They  must  feel^ 
at  the  same  time,  the  greater  solicitude  io  give  the 
fullest  cfiicacy  to  tlieir  own  regulations.  With 
that  view,  the  interposition  of  Congress  appears  to 
be  required  by  the  violations  and  evasions  which| 
it  is  suggested,  are  chargeable  on  unworthy  citi-. 
^ns,  who  mingle  in  the  slave  trade  under  foreign 
flags,  and  with  foreign  ports;  and  by  collusive  im- 
portations of  slaves  into  the  United  otates,  through 
adjoining  ports  and  territories.  I  present  the  sub- 
ject to  (Jongrass,  with  a  full  assui-ahcc  of  their  dis- 
position to  apply  all  the  remedy  which  can  be  aA 
lorded  by  an  amendment  of  the  law.  The  rego- 
lations  which  were  int.  nded  to^  guard  aninst 
abuses  ef  a  kindred  character,  in  the  traM  be- 
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tween  the  several  States^  ought  also  to  be  render^ 
ed  more  effectual  for  their  humane  object 

To  these  recommendations  I  add,  for  the  conn- 
deration  of  Congress,  the  expediency  of  a  re-mo- 
dification of  the  Judiciary  establishment^  and  of  an 
additional  department  in  the  Executive  branch  of 
tbeffoyemment 

The  first  is  called  for  by  the  accruing  business 
wluch  necessarily  swells  the  duties  of  the  Federal 
Courts;  and  by  the  great  and  widening  space, 
within  which  justice  is  to  be  dispensed  by  thenar 
The  time  seems  to  hare  arrived  wliich  claims  fi  r 
members  of  the  Supreme  Court  a  relief  from  itin- 
erary fatigues,  incompatible  as  well  with  the  age' 
ivhich  a  portion  of  them  will  always  have  attain- 
ed, as  with  the  researches  and  preparations  which 
are  due  to  their  stations,  and  to  the  juridical  lep- 
utation  of  their  country.  And  coubiderations  equal- 
ly cogent  require  a  more  convenient  organization 
of  the  subordinate  tribunals,  which  may  be  accom- 
plished without  an  objectionable  increase  of  the 
number  or  expense  of  the  Judpfes. 

The  extent  and  varirt)-  of  Executive  businessy 
also  accumulating  with  the  progress  of  our  coun- 
try and  its  growing  populauon,  call  for  an  addi- 
;tional  department,  to  be  charged  with  duties  now 
overburdening  other  departments,  and  with  such 
as  have  not  been  annexed  to  any  department. 

The  course  of  experience  recommends^  as  ano- 
ther improvement  in  the  Executive  establishment^ 
that  the  provision  for  the  station  of  Attorney  Gen* 
ctal,  whose  residence  at  the  seat  of  goveinmenty 
offirial  connexions  with  it,  and  management  of  thai 
public  business  before  the  Judiciary,  preclude  an 
extensive  particination  in  professional  emoluments^ 
be  made  more  adequate  to  his  services  and  his  re- 
tinquishments ;  and  that,  with  a  view  to  his 
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sonable  accommodatioot  and  to  a  proper  deikm- 
tory  of  his  official  opinions  and  prooecaingSf  tliera 
be  included  in  the  provisionY  tne  usual  appurte- 
nances to  a  public  office.  ^ 

In  directb^the  legislative  attention  to  the  state 
of  the  finances,  it  is  a  subject  of  great  gratification 
to  find,  that,  even  williin  the  short  period  which 
has  elapsed  since  the  return  of  peace,  the  revenue 
has  far  exceeded  all  the  current  demands  upon  the 
treasury,  and  that,  under  anj  probable  diminution 
of  its  future  annual  products,  wnich  the  vicissitudes 
of  commerce  maj  occasion,  it  iviilaffi>rd  an  ample 
fund  for  the  effectual  and  earlj  extinguishment  of 
the  public  debt  It  has  been  estimatedf  that  du* 
rine  the  year  1816,  the  actual  receipts  of  revenue 
at  Uie  treasury,  including  the  balance  at  the  com- 
mencement of  tlie  year,  and  excluding  the  pro- 
ceeds of  loans  and  treasury  notes,  will  amount  to 
about  the  sum  of  forty-seven  millions  of  dollars ; 
that  during  the  same  year,  the  actual  payments  at 
the  Treasury,  including  the  payment  of  the  arrear- 
ages of  the  War  Department,  as  well  as  the  pay- 
ment of  a  considerable  excess,  beyond  the  annual 
appropriations,  will  amount  to  about  the  sum  of 
thirty-eight  millions  of  dollars;  and  that,  conse- 
quently, at  the  close  of  the  year,  there  will  be  a 
surplus  in  the  treasury  of  about  the  sum  of  nine 
millions  of  dollars. 

The  operations  of  the  treasury  continue  to  be 
obstructed  by  difficulties,  arising  from  the  condi- 
tion of  the  national  currency;  but  they  have,  ne- 
vertheless, been  effectual,  to  a  beneficial  extent,  in 
the  reduction  of  the  public  debt,  and  die  establish- 
ment of  the  public  credit.  The  floating  debt  of 
treasury  notes  and  temporary  loans,  wiU  soon  be 
entirely  discharged.  The  aggrc^te  of  the  funded 
debt,  composed  of  debts  incurred  during  the  wais 

3  . 
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1776  and  1812,  has  been  estimated,  with  ra- 
feruuce  to  the  first  of  January  next,  at  a  sum  not 
exceeding  one  hundred  and  ten  millions  of  dollars. 
The  ordinary  annual  expenses  of  tlie  govemmenty 
for  the  mamtenance  of  all  its  uistituiioos,  civil,  mi* 
litaQT,  and  naval,  have  been  estimated  at  a  sum  less 
than  twenty  millions  of  dollars.  And  the  perma- 
nent revenue,  to  be  derived  from  all  the  existing 
sources,  has  been  estimated  at  a  sum  of  about 
twenty-£ve  millions  of  dollars. 

Upon  this  general  view  of  the  subject,  it  is  ob- 
vious, that  there  is  only  wanting,  to  the  fiscal  pros- 
perity of  the  government,  the  restoration  of  an  uni- 
form medium  of  exchange.  The  resources  and  the 
faith  of  the  nation,  displayed  in  the  system  which 
Congress  has  established,  ensure  respect  and  con- 
fidence both  at  home  and  abroad.  The  local  accu- 
mulations of  the  revenue  kave  already  enabled  the 
treasury  to  meet  the  public  engagements  in  the  lo- 
cal currency  of  most  of  the  States :  and  it  is  expect- 
ed that  the  same  cause  will  produce  the  same  effect 
throughout  the  Union.  But,  for  the  interests  of 
tlie  community  at  large,  as  well  as  for  the  purposes 
of  the  treasury,  it  is  essential  that  the  nation  should 
possess  a  currency  of  equal  value,  credit,  and  use, 
wherever  it  may  circulate.  The  Constitution  has 
entrusted  Congress,  exclusively,  with  the  power  of 
creating  and  regulatmg  a  currency  of  that  descrip- 
tion ;  and  thr-  measures  whii  h  were  taken  during 
the  last  session,  in  execution  of  the  power,  ^ve 
every  promise  of  success.  The  Bank  of  the  United 
States  has  been  organized  under  auspices  the  most 
favourable,  and  cannot  fail  to  be  an  important  aux- 
iliary to  those  measures. 

For  a  more  enlarsred  view  of  the  public  finan- 
ces, with  a  view  of  the  measures  pursued  by  the 
Treasury  Department,  previous  to  the  resignation 
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•fthe  late  Secretary,  I  transmit  an  extract  from 
the  last  report  ot  that  officer.  Congress  will  per* 
oeive  in  it  ample  proofs  of  the  solid  foundation  on 
which  tlic  financial  prosperity  of  the  nation  rests ; 
and  will  do  justice  to  the  distinguished  ability  and 
successful  exertions  with  which  the  duties  of  the 
department  were  executed,  during  a  peri^^d  re- 
markable for  its  difficulties  and  its  peculiar  pe^• 
plexities. 

The  period  of  my  retiring  from  the  public  ser- 
rice  being  at  little  distance^  1  shall  find  no  occa« 
sion  more  proper  than  the  present  for  expressing 
to  my  fcllow-citizens  my  deep  sense  of  the  contin- 
ued confidence  and  kind  support  which  I  have  re* 
ceived  from  them.  My  grateful  recollection  of 
these  distinguished  marks  of  their  favourable 
regard  can  never  cease;  and,  with  the  conscious* 
ncss,  that  if  I  have  not  served  my  country  with 
greater  ability,  I  have  sensed  it  with  a  sincere  de- 
votion, will  accompany  roe  as  a  source  of  unfailing 
gratification. 

Happily,  I  shall  carry  with  me  from  the  public 
theatre,  other  sources,  which  those  who  love  their 
country  most,  will  best  appreciate.  I  shall  behold 
it  blessed  with  tranquillity  and  prosperity  at  home, 
and  with  |ieace  and  respect  abroad.  1  can  indulge 
the.  proud  reflection,  that  the  American  veo^e 
have  reached,  in  safety  and  success,  their  fortieth 
year  as  an  independent  nation ;  that,  for  nearly  an 
entire  generation,  they  have  had  experience  of 
their  present  constitution,  the  offspring  of  their 
undisturbed  deliberations  and  of  their  free  choicte; 
that  they  have  found  it  to  bear  the  trials  of  adverse 
aa  well  as  prosperous  circumstances ;  to  contain, 
in  its  combination  of  the  federate  and  elective  prin- 
ciples, a  reconcilement  of  public  strength  with  in- 
dividual liberty,  of  natiqnai  power  for  the  defeikt^ 
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of  national  rights,  with  a  security  against  wars  of 
injustice,  of  ambition,  and  of  vain  glon',  in  tbefunda- 
uiental  provision  wliich  subjects  all  questions  of 
war  to  the  will  of  the  nation  itself,  wluch  is  to  paj 
its  costs  and  feel  its  calamities.  Nor  is  it  less  a 
peculiar  felicity  of  this  Constitution,  so  dear  to  us 
all,  tliat  it  is  found  to  be  capable,  without  losing 
its  vital  energies,  of  expanding  itself  over  a  spacious 
territory,  with  the  increase  and  expansion  of  the 
community  for  whose  benefit  it  was  established. 

And  may  I  not  be  allowed  to  add  to  this  grati- 
fying spectacle,  that  I  shall  read  in  the  cliaracter 
of  the  American  people,  in  their  devotion  to  true 
liberty,  and  to  the  Constitution  which  is  its  palla* 
dium,  sure  presages,  that  the  destined  career  of 
my  country  will  exhibit  a  government  pursuing 
tlie  public  good  as  its  sole  object,  and  regulating 
its  means  by  the  ,great  principles  consecrated  in 
its  chs^rtcr,  and  by  those  moral  principles  to  which 
they  ai*e  so  well  allied:  A  government  which 
watches  over  the  purity  of  elections,  tlie  freedom 
of  speecli  and  of  tne  i^ress,  the  trial  by  jury,  and 
the  equal  interdict  against  encroachments  and  com- 
pacts between  religion  and  the  state ;  which  main* 
tains  inviolably  the  maxims  of  public  faith,  the  se» 
curity  of  persons  and  property,  and  encourages, 
in  every  authorized  mode,  that  general  diOusion 
of  knowledge  which  guarantees  to  public  liberty 
its  permanency,  and  to  those  who  possess  the 
blessing,  the  true  enjoyment  of  it :  A  government 
which  avoids  intrusions  on  the  intemad  repose  of 
other  nations,  and  repels  them  from  its  own; 
which  does  justice  to  ail  nations  with  a  readiness 
equal  to  the  firmness  with  which  it  requires  jus- 
tice from  them ;  and  which,  whilst  it  refines  its 
domestic  code  from  every  ingredient  not  congenial 
witli  the  precepts  of  an  enlightened  age,  and  the 
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scDtinicnts  of  a  virluoas  people,  scek^  by  appfetb 
to  reason,  and  by  its  liberal  examples,  to  infusOf 
into  the  law  which  governs  the  civilized  world,  m 
spirit  which  may  diminish  the  frequenrj,  or, cir- 
cumscribe the  calamities  of  war«  and  meliorate  the 
social  and  beneficent  relations  of  peace :  A  govero*- 
ment,  in  a  word,  whose  conduct,  within  and  wttln 
out,  may  bespeak  the  most  noble  of  all  ambitions-^ 
that  oi  promoting  peace  on  earth,  and  good  will 
to  man. 

These  contemplations,  sweetening  the  remnant 
of  my  days,  will  animate  my  prayers  for  the  hap- 
piness of  my  beloved  countiy,  and  a  perpetuity  of 
the  institutions  under  which  it  is  enjoyed.

Resolved,  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives of  the  United  States  pf  America,  in 
Congress  assembled,  two  thirds  of  both  Houses 
concurring  therein;  that  the  following  amendment 
to  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States,  be  pro- 
posed to  the  legislatures  of  the  several  Stateii 
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^bicbf  when  ratified  bj  the  leffialaturef  of  three- 
fourths  of  the  said  States,  shallbe  valid  to  all  in- 
tents and  purposes,  as  a  part  of  the  said  constitiH 
lion: 

For  the  purpose  of  choosing  Representatire^ 
in  the  Congiess  of  the  United  States*  each  Stat» 
shall  be  divided  by  its  legislature  into  a  number  of 
districts  equal  to  the  number  of  RepresentatiTe% 
to  which  the  State  may  be  entitled. 

Each  district  shall  contain  as  nearly  as  may  be 
equal  numbers,  which  shall  be  determined  by  add* 
ing  to  the  whole  number  of  free  persons,  including 
those  bound  to  service  for  a  term  of  years,  and  ex- 
cluding Indians  not  taxed,  three  fifths  of  all  othw 
persons. 

In  each  district  the  quajified  voters  shall  elect 
one  Representative. 

For  the  purpose  of  choosing  electors,  of  Presi- 
dent, and  Vice-President  of  the  United  StateSf 
each  Slate  shall  be  divided  by  its  legislature,  into 
a  number  of  districts  equal  to  the  number  of  eieo» 
tors,  to  which  the  State  may  be  entitled.  Each 
district  shall  contain,  as  neany  as  may  be,  equal 
numbers;  which  shall  be  determined  by  adding  to 
the  whole  number  of  free  persons,  including  thos* 
bound  to  serve  for  a  term  of  years,  and  excluding 
Indians  not  taxed,  three  fifths  of  all  other  persons. 
In  ^ach  district  the  persons  qualified  to  vote  for 
Representatives  in  the  Congress  of  the  United 
States,  shall  choose  on^  elector ;  the  legislature  of 
each  State,  shall  have  power  to  regulate  the  man* 
ner  of  holding  elections,  and  making  returns  of  the 
electors  chosen.  In  case  all  the  electors  shall  not 
meet,  at  the  time  and  place  appointed  for  S^iv 
their  votes,  a  majority  of  the  electors  met  shafl 
have  power  and  U>rtbwith  shaD  proceed  to  supplj 
Uif  vacaii^. 
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A  division  df  the  States  into  districts,  for  choos- 
ing Representatives  in  the  Coneress  of  the  United 
States,  and  into  districu  for  cnoosinff  electors  of 
President,  and  Vicc*President,of  the  Coiled  Stated, 
shall  take  place  as  soon  as  conveniently  mar  be^ 
after  each  enumeration  and  apportionment  of  Re<^ 
prcsentatives  shall  be  made,  which  districts  shall 
remain  unaltered,  until  after  tl*je  succeeding  eno* 
meratiou  and  apportionment  of  Representatives. 
On  motion  of  Mr.  Goldsboruugh, 

Rc&olved,  That  tlie  committee  on  Naval  Aflairs

Tho  said  resolution  was  read,  and  ordered  to 
lie  on  the  table.

And  that  in  all  cases  arising  under  the  remaining 
sections  of  the  said  act,  the  decisions  of  the. com* 
missioner  shall  be  revised  and  sanctioned  or  t^ 
iected  by  the  Secretary  of  War;  without  which 
sanction,  no  money  shall  be  drawn  from  the  Trea- 
sury of  the  United  States,  to  satisfy  any  such 
claim;  and  at  the  next  session  of  Congressv  the 
said  Secretaries  shall  make  report  of  such  citses 
as  may  be  embraced  by  said  act,  but  which  ii| 
their  opinion  should  be  provided  for  by  law ;  and 
in  all  cases  where  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury^ 
the  Secretary  of  War,  or  the  President  of  too 
United  States,  shall  deem  it  expedient,  an  agent 
shall  be  appointed  to  examine  ttie  witnesses,  that

Mr.  Nelson  also  reported  a  bill  to  explain  the 
act  ^  to  authorize  certam  officers  and  other  persona 
to  administer  oaths,^  approved  May  3d,  1798| 
which  was  read  the  first  and  second  time,  and  or- 
dered to  be  engrossed  and  read  a  third  time  to- 
morrow. 

Mr.  Chappell,  from  the  committe  on  Pensions 
and  Revolutionary  Claims,  made  a  report  on  the 
petition  of  John  Ingles,  which  was  read,  and  the 
resolution  therein  contained  was  concurred  in  by 
the  House,  as  follows: 

Resolved,  That  the  prayer  of  the  petitioner 
ousht  no/  to  be  granted. 

Mr.  Chappcll,  also  made  a  report  on  the  peti- 
tion of  John  Paulding,  which  was  read,  ana  the 
aueslion  was  stated  to  concur  in  the  resolution 
lerein  recommended,  to  wit : 

Resolved,  That  the  prayer  of  the  petitioner  is 
unreasonable,  and  ought  not  to  be  muted.

was  r.ad  the  first  and  second  time,  and  committed 
to  a  committee  of  the  whole  House  to*morrow. 

Ordered,  That  the  committee  on  Naval  Aflairib 
be  discharged  from  a  further  consideration  of  the 
petition  of  Thomas  Marraj,  and  tliat  he  have 
leave  to  withdraw  his  petition  and  documents. 

Mr.  Jobuson,  from  tne  committee  on  Military 
Aflairs,  reported  a  bill  authorizing  the  establish- 
mentof  a  national  armoury;  which  was  read  the 
first  and  second  time,  and  committed  to  the  com- 
mittee of  the  whole  House,  to  which  is  committed 
the  bill  for  the  relief  of  infirm,  disabled*  and  super- 
annuated officers  and  soldiers. 

Ordered,  That  the  committee  on  Foreign  Af- 
fairs, be  discharged  from  a  further  consideration 
of  the  petition  of  Jacob  Scbeiflelin  and  Son,  and 
that  it  be  referred  to  the  Secretary  of  State,  as 
also  from  the  petition  of  Daniel  Oakey,  and  that 
it  be  referred  to  the  committee  of  Ways  and 
Means. 

Mr.  Wright,  submitted  the  following  resolution, 
wliich  was  read  and  ordered  to  lie  for  one  day. 

Resolved,  That  fi;entlemen  elected  members  of 
eit'iier  branch  of  the  National  Legislature,  shall 
h  admitted  within  the  hall  of  the  House  of  Re* 
preseotativee. 
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The  House  again  resolved  itself  into  a  commit-

amendment  to  strike  out  all  that  occurs  after  the 
word  *^  Resolved,^  and  to  insert  m  lieu  thereof 
the  following : 

That  the  election  in  the  Missouri  Territory  has 
been  illegally  conducted,  and  the  seat  of  th«?  dele- 
gate from  that  Territory  is  vacant ; 

That  the  Speaker  inform  the  governor  of  said 
Territory,  of  the  decision  of  this  House,  that  a 
new  election  may  be  ordered. 

The  House  proceeded  to  consider  the  said  re^ 
port:  When 

Mr.  Wright,  moved  to  amend  the  amendment 
reported  by  the  committee  of  the  whole  House, 
by  striking  out  from  the  said  resolutions,  all  after 
the  words  ^  Resolved^  and  to  insert  as  follows : 

^  Rufus  Easton,  was  entitled  to  the  certificate  of 
the  governor  of  tlie  Missouri  Territory,  of  his 
election  as  a  delegate  from  that  Temtory  to  the 
Congress  of  the  United  States,  agreeably  to  the 
laws  of  the  said  Territory :  Therefore 

Resolved,  That  the  said  Rufus  Easton,  is  enti- 
titled  to  a  scat  in  this  House,  as  the  delegate  from 
the  said  Tcrritor}Vin  tlie  place  of  the  sitting  dele- 
gate.'* 

The  question  was  taken  to  agree  to  this  amend* 
ment, 

And  was  defrrminr:!  in  the  negative. 

The  question  was  then  taken  to  concur  in  the 
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amendmeDt  reported  by  the  oommittee  of  the 
whole  Housoi  except  so  much  as  is  contained  in 
these  words,  ^  That  a  new  election  may  be  or- 
demL** 

And  passed  in  the  affirmatiYe. 

And  on  the  question  to  concur  in  the  resolu- 
tion  as  amended. 

ft  passed  in  the  affirmative. 

The  Speakei  laid  before  the  House  a  letter 
from  the  -acting  Sccretatjr  of  War,  transmitting 
a  statement  of  the  number  of  officers  and  privates 
composing  the  whole  military  force  of  the  United 
States,  in  obedience  to  the  resolution  of  the  llth 
instant,  which  were  referred  to  the  committee  on 
Militaiy  Aflairs.

Mr.  Pickens,  reported  a  bill  to  enable  the  peo- 
ple of  the  MisBissippi  Territorj  to  form  a  coiisti- 
sution  and  State  government,  ^nd  for  the  admia- 
sion  of  such  State  into  the  Union,  on  an  equal 
footing  with  the  original  States ;  which  was  read 
the  first  and  secona  time,  and  committed  to  the 
committee  of  the  whole  House,  on  the  bill  to  etf» 
able  tlie  people  of  the  western  division  of  the  Mis- 
sissippi TerritoiT  to  form  a  constitution  and  State 
coveniment  ancl  for  the  admission  of  such  Stale 
into  the  Union  on  an  equal  footing  with  the  origi- 
nal States. 

The  Speaker  laid  before  the  House  a  letter 
from  the  oecretarj  of  the  Treasury,  transmitting 
the  annual  statement  of  the  district  tonnage  of  the 
United  States  on  the  31st  of  December,  181  A, 
which  were  ordered  to  lie  on  the  table. 

The  Speaker  also  laid  before  the  House  a  letter 
from  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy,  transmitting  the 
annual  report  of  the  commissioners  of  the  navy 
pension  fund,  which  were  ordered  to  lie  on  the 
table. 

A  message  from  the  Senate  by  Mr.  Cutts,  their 
Secretary: 

Mr.  Speaker — ^The  Senate  have  passed  the  bill

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ill  the  said  retolutioos ;  wbicli  meets  the  onsDiimMis  coooir- 
rence  of  joor  committee.  Tliej  thcrebre  recommend  tiist 
tlie  resolution  of  the  commonwealth  of  Ma.-sacbusetts,  pro- 
posing  an  amendment  to  the  Constitution  of  the  United 
Stales,  in  the  words  following,  to  wit :  **  That  (or  the  pariMMc^ 
of  choosing  Representatives  in  the  Congress  of  the  United 
SUtes,  each  State  shall  by  its  Lrgislature  be  divided  into 
a  numl>er  of  districts  equal  to  the  numlier  of  Repaesenta- 
tives  to  which  each  State  niaj  be  entitled.  The  districts 
aliall  be  formed  of  contiguous  tenritorj,  and  contain  as  near- 
ly as  may  he  an  equal  number  of  iuhabitantSv  entitled  by 
the  Constitution  to  be  represented.  In  each  district  tlie 
qualified  voters  shall  elect  one  RcpresentaUve  and  no  more. 
That  for  the  purpose  of  appointing  Electors  of  Presi- 
dent of  the  United  Slates,  each  Static  shall  by  its  Le- 
gislature l»e  divided  into  a  number  of  districts  equal  to  tlie 
number  of  Electors  to  which  such  State  may  lie  entitled. 
The  districts  shall  be  com|iose<l  of  contiguous  territoiy,  and 
contain  as  nearly  as  may  be  an  equal  number  of  inhabitants 
entitled  by  the  Constitution  to  representation.  In  each  dis- 
trict the  persons  qualified  to  vote  for  Representatii'es,  shall 
appoint  one  Elector  and  no  more.  The  Electors  when  con- 
vened shall  have  |iower,  in  case  any  of  them  app<^nted  as 
above  prescribed  sliall  fail  to  attend  for  the  purposes  of  their 
said  appointment  on  Ihe  day  prescribed  for  giving  tlieir 
votes  for  President  and  Vice-President  of  the  United  States, 
to  appoint  another  or  others  to  act  in  the  place  of  him  or 
tliem  so  failing  to  attend.  Neither  the  districts  for  choos- 
ing Representatives  nor  those  for  appointing  Electors  sliall 
be  altered  in  any  State  until  a  census  and  apportionment  of 
Representatives  under  it  subsequent  to  the  division  of  the 
SUte  into  districU  shall  be  made.  The  division  of  States 
into  districts  hereby  provided  for,  shall  talie  place  imme- 
diately after  this  amendment  shall  be  adopted  and  ratified 
as  apart  of  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States;  and  suc- 
cessively immediately  afterwards  whenever  a  census  and 
apportionment  of  representatives  under  it  shall  be  made.

Mr  Lattiraore  presented  a  |)etition  of  Samuel 
Dale,  stating  that  he  purchased  a  quantity  of  cof- 
fee of  a  certain  John  Cornels,  a  half  bred  Creek 
Indian,  which  he  transported  by  land .  into  the 
State  of  Georda,  where  it  was  seized,  libelled, 
condemned  and  sold  for  a  riolation  of  the  act  im- 
posing import  duties,  and  alleging  that  he  was 
Ignorant  of  any  such  act,  and  praying  such  relief 
in  the  prentises  as  Congress  may  think  right  and 
proper  to  grant 

Ordered,  That  the  said  petition  be  referred  to 
tlie  Secretary  of  the  Treasury. 

Mr  Lowndes,  from  the  committee  of  Wa^s  and 
M<*ans,  to  which  %vere  referred  the  [letitions  of 
Ezrziol  Williams,  John  Heard,  John  M.HenJricks, 
Edwin  SpalToru,  and  Archibald  Hayes,  Ephraim 
Jont^s  and  John  Full,  reported  a  bill  authorizing 
the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  to  remit  the  duties 
therein  mentioned ;  which  was  read  the  first  and 
second  time,  and  committed  to  the  committee  of 
the  whole  House  en  the  bill  supplementary  to  an 
act,  providing  for  the  relief  of  persons  imprisoned 
for  aebts  due  tu  th-^  United  States.

in  amity  with  the  United  States,  and  the  amend- 
ments rc|M>rted  thereto  by  the  said  committee  of 
the  whole  House  beini;  read  at  the  Clerk^s  table« 
the  first  was  rejected,  and  the  second  and  third 
con<  urrcd  io  by  tlie  House.

Mr.  Speaker — ^The  Senate  have  passed  a  bill 
entitled,  **An  act  authorizing  the  settlement  of 
tlie  accounts  of  Flavil  Sabin,  deceased,^  in  which 
they  ask  the  concurrence  of  this  House.  And

The  said  third  section  was  amended  to  read  as 
follows : 

Sec.  2.  Jnd  b€  ii  further  enactn!^  That  the  collectors  of 
the  customs  be,  and  they  are  hereby  res|)€ctiveljr  authorized 
and  directed  to  detain  any  vessel  hound  from  (he  United 
States,  of  which  the  cargo  shall  princiiiallj  consist  of  arms 
and  munitions  of  war,  when  the  number  of  men  shipped  on 
boanl,  or  other  circumstances  shell  render  it  probable  that 
there  is  an  intention  to  rlolate  (he  neutral  obligations  of  the

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and  more  efficient  provisions  may  be  adopted  to 
prevent  smuggling,  false  invoices  and  other  frauds 
on  the  revenue — that  a  duty  of  10  per  cent,  be 
laid  on  auction  sales  of  foreign  goods — and  tliat 
such  additional  aid  and  protection  maj  be  extend- 
ed  to  them  generally,  as  will  place  them  beyond 
that  foreign  influence  which  aims  at  their  destruc* 
tioD. 

Ordered,  That  the*  said  petition  be  referred  to 
the  committee  of  Commerce  and  Manufactures. 

Mr.  Hopkinson  presented  a  petition  of  Catha- 
rine Robertson,  late  the  widow  of  Jacob  Ritteft 
praying  compensation  for  supplies  furnished  by  the 
said  Jacob  Ritter  to  the  revolutionary  army.  • 

Ordered,  That  the  said  petition  be  referred  to 
the'  committee  on  Pensions  and  Revolutionary 
Claims. 

Mr.  Smith,  of  Md.  presented  a  mtition  of  Zebu- 
Ion  Hollingsworth,  stating  that  ajudgmont  was  ir- 
regularly and  improperly  obtained  against  him  at

Mr  Lowndes,  from  the  committee  of  Ways  and 
Means,  made  a  report  on  the  petition  of  Robert

second  time  and  committed  to  the  committee  of

Mr  I^wndes  reported  a  bill  for  the  relief  of 
certain  Creek  Indians ;  which  was  read  the  first 
and  second  time  and  committed  to  the  committee 
of  the  whole  House  last  mentioned. 

Mr.  Robertson,  from  the  committee  on  Publie 
Lands,  made  a  report  on  the  petition  of  William 
Miller  and  others,  which  was  read :  When, 

Mr.  Robertson  reported  a  bill  confirming  the 
title  of  Miller  and  Futton  to  a  tract  of  land  on  the 
Bayou  Boeuffy  in  the  State  of  Louisiana;  which 
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was  read  the  first  and  second  time  and  committed 
to  die  committee  of  the  whole  House  on  the  bill 
for  the  location  of  the  lands  reserved  bj  treatj  to 
certain  chiefs  and  warriors  of  the  Creek  nation  of 
Indians.

Ordered,  That  the  title  be  **  An  act  more  ef- 
fectually to  preserve  the  neutral  relations  -  of  the 
United  States,*'  and  that  the  Clerk  carrjr  the  said 
bill  to  the  Senate,  and  ask  their  concurrence  there- 
in. 

The  House  resolved  itself  into  a  committee  of  the 
whole  House  to  which  have  been  committed  the  bill 
to  prohibit  all  commercial  intercourse  with  ports  or 
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places  into  or  with  which  the  vessels  of  the  United

The  House  proceeded  to  consider  the  resolution 
submitted  bj  him  jesterdav  for  the  ap|)oiotment 
of  clerks  to  commi  tees,  ana  the  same  being  agab 
read  was  rejected  bj  the  House. 

Mr.  Lowndes  laid  before  the  House  a  correa* 
pond^nce  between  himself,  as  chairman  of  the  com* 
mittee  of  Wajs  and  Means,  and  the  Acting  Secre- 
tary of  War,  in  relation  to  the  expenditures  and 
appropiiations  for  the  ordnance  and  quarter-mas- 
ter-genei'aFs  departments,  which  were  ordered  to 
lie  on  the  table. 

Another  message  from  the  Senate  bj  Mn  CuttSf 
their  Secretary : 

Mr.  Speaker — ^The  Senate  have  passed  a  bill 
entitled,  ^  an  act  to  provide  for  the  due  execution 
of  the  laws  of  the  United  States  within  the  State 
of  Indiana  i*^  and  a  bill  entitled,  ^  an  act  to  en- 
able the  people  of  the  western  part  of  the  Missia- 
sippi  Territory,  to  form  a  constitution  and  State 
government,  and  for  the  admission  of  such  State 
mto  the  Union  on  an  eoual  footing  with  the  origi- 
nal States,**  in  which  bills  they  ask  the  concur- 
rcnce  of  this  House.  The  Senate  have  also  passed 
the  bill  entitled,  ^  an  act  to  repeal  after  the  close 
of  the  present  session  of  Congress  the  act  entitled, 
*  An  act  to  change  the  mode  of  compensation  to 
the  members  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives, and  the  delegates  from  Territories,* 
passed  the  19th  day  of  March,  181 6.** 

The  House  again  resolved  itself  into  a  commit- 
tee of  the  whole,  to  which  is  committed  the  bill  to 
prohibit  all  commercial  intercourse  with  ports  and 
places  into,  or  with  which  the  vessels  of  tne  United 
>State9  arc  not  ordinarily  permiite  J  to  enter  and 
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trade;  and  after  some  time  spent  thereiOy  Mr* 
Speaker  resumed  tiie  chair,  and  Mr.  Breckenridge 
reported  that  the  committee  had*  made  furtlier 
progress  therein,  and  directed  him  to  ask  leave  to 
sit  again. 

Ordered,  That  the  committee  of  the  whole 
have  leave  to  sit  again  on  the  said  bill. 

A  message,  in  writing,  was  received  from  tlie 
President  of  the  United  States,  bj  Mr  Todd«  his 
Secretary,  which  was  read,  and  is  as  follows : 

To  Um  Senate  and  Hhnwe  of 

RepreteuUiivct  oftbe  United  St|tM: 

The  envoy  extraordinary  and  minister  plenipo- 
tentiary of  bis  most  christian  majesty,  having  re« 
newed,  under  special  instructions  from  his  govern- 
ment, the  claim  of  the  representative  of  Caron  do 
Beaumarchais,  for  one  million  of  livres,  which 
were  debited  to  him  in  the  settlement  of  his  ac- 
counts with  the  United  States,  1  lay  before  Con- 
fress  copies  of  the  memoir  on  that  subject^  ad- 
re^sed  by  the  said  envoy  to  the  Secretary  of 
State. 

Considering  that  the  sum  of  which  the  million  of 
livres  in  question  made  a  part,  was  a  gratuitous 
<vrant  from  the  French  government  to  the  United 
States,  and  the  declaration  of  that  go\erement 
that  that  part  of  the  grant  was  put  into  the  hands 
of  M.  de  Bcaumarchais  as  its  agents  not  as  the 
agent  of  the  United  States,  and  was  duly  accounted 
for  by  him  to  the  French  government ;  considcr- 
in<r  also,  the  concurring  opinions  of  two  attorneys- 
general  of  the  United  States,  that  the  said  debit 
was  not  legally  sustainable  in  behalf  of  t'lc  United 
States.  1  recommend  tiie  cas-^  to  the  favourable 
attention  of  the  Legislature,  whose  authority  alone 
can  finally  decide  on  it.

division  of  certain  quarter  sections  in  future  sales 
of  the  public  lands ;  and  An  act  for  the  relief  of 
John  Haslet;  in  which  amendments  and  bills  they 
ask  the  concurrence  of  this  House.  And  llien  he 
withdrew.

Secretary,  as  follows : 

To  tlie  Secate  and 

IJuusc  of  RcpfcscnUtiTM  of  the  UoiteS'SUtM: 

The  government  of  Great  Britain  induced  bj 
the  posture  of  the  relations  with  the  United  States, 
which  succeeded  the  conclusion  of  the  recent  com- 
mercial convention,  issued  an  order  on  the  17th 
day  of  August,  1815,  discontinuing  the  discrimi- 
nating duties  payable  in  British  ports  on  American 
vessels  and  their  cargoes.  It  was  not  until  the  22d 
of  December  following,  that  a  corresponding  dis- 
continuance of  discriminating  duties  on  British 
vessels,  and  their  cargoes,  in  American  ports,  took 
elTcct,  under  the  authority  vested  in  the  executive, 
by  the  act  of  March,.  1816.  During  the  period 
between  those  two  dates  there  %vas,  consequently, 
a  failure  of  reciprocity  or  ecuality  in  the  existing  re- 
gulations of  the  two  countries;  Irccommendto  the 
consideration  of  Congress,  the  expediency  of  oav- 
ing  to  the  British  government  the  amount  ot  tne 
duties  remitted,  during  the  period  in  question,  to 
the  citizens  of  the  United  States,  subject  to  a  de- 
duction of  the  amount  of  whatever  discriminating 
duties  may  have  commenced  in  British  ports  after 
the  signature  of  that  convention,  and  been  col- 
lected, previous  to  the  17th  of  August,  1815.

Mr.  Stearns  presented  a  petition  of  the  Society 
for  propagating  the  Gospel  among  the  Indians  in 
North  America,  praying  the  general  government 
to  adopt  some  measures  for  cstabh'shin^  and  sup- 
porting; schools  for  instructing  Indian  children  and 
youth  in  the  arts  of  •'eading  and  writing;  which 
was  ordered  to  be  referred  to  a  select  committee. 

Mr.  Steams,  Mr.  Williams,  Mr.  Reynolds,  Mr. 
Lyon,  and  Mr.  Woodward  were  appointed  the  said 
committee. 

Mr.  Wendovcr  presented  a  petition  of  Christian 
H  Ka  .fflnan,  merchant  o(  the  city *of  New- York, 
praying  to  be  allowed  the  drawback  on  a  quantitj 
of  wine  exported  by  him  to  Havanah,  which  he  is 
unable  to  obtain,  because  of  not  taking  the  ne- 
cessary oath  within  the  time  specified  by  law. 

Ordered,  That  the  said  petition  be  referred  to 
the  committee  of  Commerce  and  Manufactures.

Si.c.  2.  Jnd  be  it  further  enacted.  That  the  moneys  con* 
stituting  the  said  fund  shall  from  time  to  time  be  applied  in 
constructing,  or  to  aid  in  constructing  such  roads  or  canals, 
or  improving  the  navigation  of  such  water  courses,  or  both, 
in  each  State,  as  Congress,  with  the  assent  rftmeh  Statc^  sliall 
by  law  direct,  and  in  the  mauner  luubt  conducive  to  the 
general  welfare ;  and  the  proportion  of  the  said  moneys  to  be 
expended  on  the  objects  aforesaid,  in  each  State,  shall  be  in 
the  ratio  of  its  representation  at  the  time  of  such  expendi* 
ture,  in  the  most  numerous  brauch  of  the  national  Legi^ 
lature.

Ordered,  That  the  said  petition  be  referred  to 
the  committee  of  Claims. 

Mr.  Lattimore  presented  a  petition  of  Absalom 
Johnson,  praying  that  his  title  to  a  tract  of  land  in 
the  Mississippi  Territory  may  be  confirmeJ 
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Ordered,  That  the  said  petition  be  referred  to 
the  committee  on  the  Public  Landt» 

Mr.  Lowndes,  from  the  committee  of  Ways  and 
Means,  who  were  instructed  by  resolution,  to  in* 
quire  into  the  expediency  of  repealing  so  much  of 
the  duty  on  carriages  and  harness  therefor,  as  im- 
poses a  duty  upon  carriages  and  harness  not  ex*- 
ceeding  one  hundred  dollars  in  value,  made  ft 
report,  which  was  read  and  ordered  to  lie  on  the 
Ubie. 

Mr.  Lowndes,  from  the  same  committee,  who 
were  also  instructed  to  inquire  into  the  expediency 
of  repealing  or  modifying  the  act  laying  duties  on 
licenses  to  retailers,  also  made  a  report,  which 
was  read  and  ordered  to  lie  on  the  table. 

Ordered,  That  the  committee  of  Ways  and 
Means  be  discharged  from  a  further  consideration 
of  the  petition  of  Daniel  Oakey,  and  that  it  be  re* 
fcrred  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury. 

Mr.  Sharp,  from  the  committee  on  Private  Land 
Claims,  reported  a  bill  for  the  relief  of  Thomas 
Malone,  Josiah  Carney,  John  Flood  MKjIrew,  John 
Johnson,  and  R.  IL  Gilmer,  which  was  read  the 
first  and  second  time,  and  committed  to  a  com* 
mittee  of  the  whole  House  to-morrow. 

Mr.  Newton,  from  the  committee  of  Commerce

Mr.  Pleasants,  from  the  committee  on  Naval 
Aflfairs,  reported  a  bill  authorizing  the  pavment 
of  a  sum  of  money  to  Nathaniel  Seavy  and  others, 
which  was  read  the  firbt  and  second  time,  and 
committed  to  a  committee  of  the  whole  House  to- 
morrow. 

Mr.  Hall,  from  the  committee  appointed  on  the 
message  from  the  President  of  the  United  States 
of  the  7th  instant,  relating  to  the  fourth  section  of 
the  act  of  Congress,  passed  on  the  31st  March, 
1814,  providing  for  the  indemnification  of  certain

Mr.  Pickerini^  reported  a  joint  resolution  con- 
cerning  the  abolition  of  the  traffick  in  slaves,  and 
colonizing  free  people  of  colour  on  the  continent  of 
Africa,  which  was  read  the  first  and  second  lim^* 
and  committed  to  a  committee  of  the  whole  House 
on  Monday  next 

Mr.  Jackson,  fi  cm  the  joint  committee  ap|>ointcd 
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yesterday,  to  ascertain  and  report  a  mode  of  ex- 
amining the  votes  for  President  and  Vice-Presi- 
dent,  made  a  report  in  part,  which  was  read* 
considered,  and  concurred  in  by  the  House*  as 
follows: 

Resolved,  That  the  two  Houses  shall  assemble  la  the 
shamber  of  the  Douse  of  Representatives  oo  Wednesdsj 
next  at  12  o^clock :  That  two  peraoos  be  lippoiiited  tellers 
on  the  part  of  this  House,  to  make  a  list  of  the  votes  tm  thej 
shall  be  declared :  That  the  result  shall  be  delivered  to  Uie 
President  of  the  Senate,  who  sliall  announce  the  st^te  of  the 
vote,  and  the  persons  elected,  to  the  two  Houses  assembled 
as  aforesaid;  which  shall  be  deeme<l  a  declaration  of  the 
persons  elected  President  and  Vice-President,  and  together 
with  k  list  of  votes  be  entered  on  the  journals  of  the  two 
Hooses. 

Mr,  Jackson,  and  Mr.  Pitkin,  were  appointed 
tellers  on  thepart  of  this  House. 

Ordered,  That  when  the  members  of  the  Senate 
appear  to-morrow  in  the  chamber  of  this  House, 
tlkc  President  of  the  Senate  shall  be  conducted  to 
the  chair  bj^  the  S|)eaker;  and  that  the  Clerk  of 
this  House  inform  the  Senate  of  these  proceedings. 
On  motion  of  Mr.  Kilboum*,

Williams,  which  was  read,  conbid^^red  and  rejeded^ 
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Resolved,  That  the  committee  of  Wajs  and 
Means  be  instructed  to  inquire  into  the  expediency 
of  repealing  so  much  of  the  act  of  Congress,  passed 
at  the  last  session,  as  prohibits  distillers  who  have 
obtained  a  license,  from  retailing  a  less  quantity  of 
spirits  than  one  gallon. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Lanedoo, 

Resolved,  That  the  committee  of  Commerce  and 
Manufactures  be  instructed  to  inquire  into  the  ex- 
pediency of  so  altering  the  revenue  laws,  as  not  to 
oblige  the  vessels  navigating  lake  Champlain,  to 
enter  and  take  a  clearance  at  the  custom-houses 
in  the  district  of  Champlain,  in  the  State  of  New- 
York,  and  the  district  of  Vermont,  where  goods 
are  to  be  landed  in  each  district. 
On  motion  of  Mr.  Wilde, 

Resolved,  That  the  committee  on  the  Judiciary 
be  instructed  to  inquire  into  the  expediency  of 
allowing  to  the  judge  of  the  sixth  circuit  court  of 
the  United  States,  a  sum  equal  to  the  salary  of  the 
judge  of  the  district  court  of  South^Carofina,  for 
the  term  of  one  year,  during  which  time  the  said 
circuit  judge,  was  compelled  bj  law,  to  perform 
the  duties  of  the  jnd^e  of  the  said  district  court 

The  Speaker  laid  before  the  House  a  letter 
from  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  transmitting 
the  annual  statements  uf  ihe  amouiils  collected 
under  the  several  acts,  laying  direct  tuxes  and  in- 
ternal duties,  together,  wilh  the  amount  of  com- 
pensation to  the  ofTicers  employed  in  the  collec- 
tion thereof,  as  also,  a  statement  of  the  compen- 
sation receceived  by  the  principal  and  assistant 
assessors,  which  were  ordered  to  lie  on  the  table. 

The  House  proceeded  to  consider  the  bill  relat- 
ing to  the  ransom  of  American  captives  of  the 
late  war.    Whereupon, 
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Ordered,  That  the  snid  bill  be  engrossed,  and 
read  a  third  time  to-morrow. 

A  message  from  the  Senate  bj  Mr.  Cutts,  their 
Secretary: 

Mr.  Speaker — ^The  Senate  have  agreed  to  the 
report,  in  part,  of  the  joint  committee  of  the  two 
Houses,  appointed  to  ascertain  and  report  a  mode 
ot  examinmg  the  votes  for  President  and  Vice- 
President;  and  have  appointed  Mr.  Macon  a  teller 
of  votes  on  their  part.     And  then  he  withdrew. 

The  House  again  resolved  itself  into  a  commit- 
tee of  the  whole,  on  the  bill  for  the  relief  of  the 
infirm,  disabled  and  superannuated  officers  and 
soldiers,  and  on  the  several  other  bills  thereto 
committed,  and  after  some  time  spent  therein,  Mr. 
Speaker  resumed  the  chair,  and  Mr.  Condict  re- 
ported the  bill  for  the  relief  of  certain  sufferers  in 
the  late  war  between  the  United  States  and  Great 
Britain,  without  amendments*  and  asked  leave  for 
the  committee  to  sit  again  on  the  residue  of  the 
order. 

Ordered,  That  the  said  committee  of  the  whole 
House  have  leave  to  sit  again. 

And  then  the  House  adjourned.

thereof  after  the  enacting  clause,  and  inserting  the 
following:  That  the  votes  cf  the  electors  of  the 
State  of  Indiana  for  President  and  Vice-President 
of  the  United  States,  having  been  given  previous 
to  the  admission  of  that  State  into  the  Union, 
ought  not  to  be  received  and  counted. 

And  debate  arising  thereon, 

A  motion  was  made  by  Mr.  Ingham,  that  the 
resolution  be  postponed  indefinitely. 

And  the  question  being  taken  thereon. 
It  passed  in  the  atiirmative.    And 
On  motion  of  Mr.  Pitkin, 

Ordered,  That  a  mcssaj^e  be  sent  to  the  Senate, 
to  inform  them  that  this  House  is  again  ready  to 
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receive  them^  and  continue  the  opening  the  certifi- 
cates and  counting  the  votes  of  tne  electors  of  the 
several  States,  for  a  President  and  Vice-President 
of  the  United  States,  in  pursuance  of  the  resolution 
of  the  two  Houses  of  the  1 1th  instant,  and  that  the 
Clerk  go  with  the  said  message) 

The  Clerk  accordingly  went  with  the  said  met* 
sage,  and  being  returned, 

A  message  was  received  from  the  Senate  by 
Mr.  Cutts,  their  Secretary,  informing  the  House 
that  the  Senate  were  agam  readj  to  attend  and 
resume  the  opening  the  certificates,  and  counting 
and  directing  the  votes  for  President  and  Vice-

as  it  may  be  in  the  power  of  the  government  to 
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grant,  which  petition  was  ordered  to  lie  on  the 
table. 

Mr.  Reed  presented  a  petition  of  Nathan  Cros- 
bj,  of  the  town  of  Weate,  in  the  State  of  Mas- 
sachusetts, 

Mr.  Davenport  presented  a  petition  of  Alex* 
ander  Mills,  an  officer  in  the  Revolutionary  armj, 

Mr.  Hammond  presented  a  petition  of  William 
Williams,  resoectivelj  preying^  for  pensions. 

Ordered,  That  the  said  petitions  be  referred  te 
the  committee  on  Pensions  and  Revolutionary 
Claims. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Robertson, 

Ordered,  That  the  petition  of  Elisha  T.  Hall, 
presented  on  8th  of  Januarv,  1816,  be  referred  te 
the  committee  of  Ways  and  Means. 

Mr.  Pope  presented  a  petition  of  Eleanor  Wil- 
son, preying  for  a  remission  of  the  balance  of  the 
moneys  due  by  her  to  the  United  States,  for  the 
purchase  of  a  trect  of  land. 

Ordered,  That  the  said  petition  be  referred  te 
the  committee  on  the  Public  Lands. 

Mr.  Jackson,  from  the  committee  appointed  on 
the  part  of  this  House,  in  pursuance  ot  the  joint 
resolution  ^*  to  ascertain  and  r^ri  a  mode  of  ex- 
atnining  the  votes  for  President  and  Vice-Presi- 
dent of  the  United  States,  and  of  notifying  the 
persons  elected  of  their  election,^  made  a  further 
report,  which  was  read  and  ordered  to  lie  on  the 
table. 

Mr.  Pickens,  from  the  committee  on  Public  Ex- 
penditures, to  which  was  referred  the  petition  of 
colonel  James  Thomas,  late  a  quarter-master-gene* 
ral  in  the  armies  of  the  United  States,  and  die  re- 
port of  the  select  committee  made  at  the  last  ses- 
sion upon  the  setdement  of  his  accounts,  made  a 
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detailed  report  thereon*  which  was  read  and  or^ 
dered  to  lie  oo  the  table. 

Mr.  PickeoSf  from  the  tame  comauttee«  also

The  Speaker  also  laid  before  the  House  a  letter 
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from  the  post-master-genera),  enclosiog  a  list  of 
cor^tracta  made  at  the  general  post-office  on  be- 
half of  the  United  States,  during  the  year  181 6» 
which  were  ordered  to  lie  on  the  table. 
On  motion  of  Mr.  Little, 
Resolved,  That  the  Acting  Secretary  of  War 
canse  to  be  laid  before  this  House  the  official  re- 
port  made  to  the  adjutant  and  inspector-general, 
and  bj  whom  made,  of  the  mutiny  said  to  have 
taken  pFace  at  Norfolk,  of  a*  part  of  the  late  38th 
UnitcG  States'  regiment  of  infantry,  together  with 
the  names  and  number  of  those  concerned  in  said 
mutiny. 

On  motion  of  Mr  Edwards, 
Resolved,  That  the  committee  of  Ways  and 
Means  be  instructed  to  inquire  into  the  expediency 
of  amending  the  laws  imposing  duties  on  distille- 
ries so  as  to  allow  persons  distilling  spirits  from 
fruit,  the  option  of  paying  the  duty  on  tne  quantity 
distilled. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Betts, 
Resolved,  That  the  committee  on  the  Judiciary 
be  instructed  to  inquire  into  the  state  and  usual 
disposition  of  thd  funds  under  control  of  the  dis- 
trict court  of  the  United  States,  and  into  the  ex- 
pediency of  requiring  from  the  officers  of  those 
courts  additional  secuntes  in  relation  to  such  funds.

The  amendments  to  the  said  bills  were  read 
and  severally  concurred  in  bv  the  House,  and  the 
said  bills  respectively  ordered  to  be  engrossed  and 
read  a  third  time  on  Monday  next 

And  then  the  House  adjourned.

the  system  of  diiscipline  prescribed  for  the  militia.

by  the  enemy  during  the  invasion  aforesaid,  or  an  inhabitant 
of  the  said  frontier  who  had  removed  there  since  the  war, 
with  a  view  to  malce  a  fixed  aod  permanent  settlement  there. 

And  he  ii  /urthar  awcied^  That  no  person  who  shall 
have  received  any  moneys  from  the  Treasur/  of  the 
United  States,  for  property  destroyed  during  the  invarioa 
tbresaid,  in  virtue  of  the  ninth  section  of  the  act  hereby 
amended,  shall  be  entitled  to  relief  under  thi<i  act  lor  any 
other  or  further  losses,  unless  he  shall  within  five  days  after 
the  first  public  meeting  of  the  commissioners  herein-after 
mentioned,  pay  into  the  hands  of  said  commisdoners,  the 
whole  of  the  sum  or  sums  received  by  him  as  aforesaid;  and

tion,  shall  entitle  the  clumant  or  claimants  to  indeninifi 
cation,  unless  such  decision  shall  first  receive  tlie  approbation 
and  sanction  of  the  Secretaiy  of  War.

with  amendments  to  the  five  latter.  Thej  have 
also  passed  bills  of  the  following  titles,  to  wit: 

An  act  compensating  Peter  Hagiier,  and  an  act 
for  the  relief  of  the  heirs  of  William  B  Carter;  as 
also  a  resolution  respecting  the  contracts  for  print- 
ing for  Congress;  in  which  amendments,  bills,  and 
resolution  thej  ask  the  concurrence  of  this  House. 
And  then  he  withdrew. 

A  message  was  received  from  the  President  of 
the  United  States,  bv  Mr.  Todd,  his  Seci^tarj, 
who,  bj  command  of  the  President,  returned  te 
the  House  the  bill  passed  bv  the  two  Houses,  en- 
titled  ^^An  act  to  set  apart  and  pledge  certain 
funds  for  internal  improvements,'^  and  presented  to 
the  President  for  bis  approbation* and  signature^ 
this  day,  to  which  bill  the  President  having  made 
objections,  the  same  were  also  delivered  in  bj  the 
said  Secretary  ;  who  then  withdrew. 

The  said  objections  were  read,  and  are  as  fol- 
lows: 

To  the  Boose  of  RepreaenUtivet 

of  too  UttUed  Stoteai 

Having  considered  the  Till  this  day  presented 
to  me,  entitled  ^  An  act  to  set  apart  and  pledge 
certain  funds  for  internal  improvements,  and 
which  sets  apart  and  pledges  funds  ^  for  con- 
structing roads  and  canals,  and  improving  the 
navigation  of  water-courses  in  order  to  lacilitate^ 
promote,  and  give  secuiitj  to  internal  commerce 
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among  the  several  States,  and  to  render  more  easy 
and  less  eipensive  the  means  and  provisions  for 
the  common  defence;^  I  am  constrained,  by  the 
insuperable  difliculty  1  feel  in  reconciling  the  bfll 
with  the  constitution  of  the  United  States,  to  re- 
turn it  with  that  objection,  to  the  House  of  Repro- 
sentativee,  in  which  it  originated. 

The  legislative  powers  vested  in  Congress  are 
specified  and  enumerated  in  the  8th  section  of  th# 
Qrst  article  of  the  Constitution ;  and  it  does  not  ap- 
pear that  the  power  proposed  to  be  exercised  by 
the  bill  is  among  the  enumerated  powers ;  or  that 
it  falls,  by  any  just  interpretation,  wilbin  the  pow- 
er to  make  laws  necessary  and  proper  for  carry- 
ing into  execution  those  or  other  powers  vested  by 
the  Constitution  in  the  government  of  the  United 
States. 

*^  The  power  to  regulate  commerce  among  the 
several  States,^  cannot  include  a  power  to  con- 
struct  roads  and  canals,  and  to  improve  the  navi-. 
gation  of  water-courses,  in  order  to  facilitate,  pro* 
mote,  and  secure  such  a  commerce,  without  a 
latitude  of  construction  departing  from  the  ordina« 
ry  import  of  the  terms,  strengthened  by  the  known 
inconveniences  which  doubtless  led  to  the  grant  of 
this  remedial  power  to  Congress. 

To  refer  the  power  in  question  to  the  clause 
*«  to  providk  for  the  common  defence  and  general 
welfare,^  would  be  contrary  to  the  established  and 
consif^tent  rules  of  interpretation;  as  rendering  tha 
special  and  careful  enumeration  of  powers,  wnich 
follow  the  clause*  nugatory  and  improper.  Such 
a  view  of  the  constitution  would  have  tne  effect  of 
^vlng  to  Congress  a  general  power  of  lenslatien^ 
instdd  of  the  defined  and  limited  one  nitherto 
understood  to  belong  to  them;  the  terms  ^  com- 
mon defence  and  general  welfare**  embracing 
every  object  and  net  within  the  purview  of  a  legist 
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lativo  tnifit  It  would  have  the  effect  of  subject- 
ing both  the  constitution  and  laws  of  the  several 
States,  in  all  cases  not  specificallj  exempted,  to  be 
superseded  by  laws  of  Congress;  it  being  ex* 

Eresslj  declared  ^  that  the  Consitution  of  the 
United  States«  and  laws  made  in  porsuance  there* 
of,  shall  be  the  supi-eme  law  of  the  land,  and  the 
judges  of  everjr  Slate  shall  be  bound  therebj,  any 
thing  in  the  constitution  or  laws  of  any  State  to 
the  contrary  notwithstanding.**  Such  a  view  of 
the  constitution,  finally,  would  have  the  effect  of 
excluding  the  judicial  autliority  of  the  United 
States  Irom  its  participation  in  guarding  the 
boundary  between  the  legislative  powers  of  the 
general  and  the  State  governments ;  inasmuch  as 
questions  relating  to  the  general  welfare  being 
questions  of  policy  and  expediency,  arc  unsuscep* 
tible  of  judicial  cogrnizaoce  and  decision.  . 

A  restriction  of  the  power  **  to  provide  for  the 
common  defence  and  general  welfare,**  to  cases 
which  are  to  be  provided  for  by  the  expenditure 
of  money,  would  btill  leave  within  the  legislative 
power  of  Congress,  all  the  gi*eat  and  most  im* 
portant  measures  of  government;  money  being 
the  ordinary  and  necessary  means  of  carrymg  them 
into  execution. 

If  a  fi^eneral  power  to  construct  roads  and  canalsy 
and  to  improve  the  navigation  of  water-courses, 
with  the  train  of  powers  incident  thereto,  be  not 
possessed  by  Congress,  the  assent  of  the  States  in 
the  mode  provided  in  the  hill  cannot  confer  the 
po%ver.  Ttie  only  cases  in  which  the  consent  and 
cession  of  particular  States  can  extend  the  power 
of  Congress,  are  those  specified  and  provided  tor 
in  the  constitution. 

I  am  not  unaware  of  the  great  importance  of 
roads  and  canals,  and  the  improved  navigation  of 
water-courses;  and  that  a  power  in  the  national 
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legislature  to  provide  for  them  might  he  exercised 
with  sig^nal  advantage  to  the  general  prosperitr. 
But  seeing  that  such  a  power  is  not  ezpressfr 
given  by.  the  constitution;  and  believing  that  it 
cannot  be  deduced  from  anj  part  of  it  without  an 
inadmissible  latitude  of  construction^  and  a  reli« 
ance  on  insufficient  precedents;  believing  also 
that  the  permanent  success  of  the  constitution  de* 
pends  on  a  definite  partition  of  powers  between 
the  general  and  the  State  government,  and  that  no 
adequate  land-marks  would  be  left  bj  the  con- 
structive extension  of  the  powers  of  CongresSf  as 
proposed  in  the  bill,  I  nave  no  option  but  to 
withhold  my  signature  from  it ;  and  to  cherishing 
the  hope  that  its  beneficial  objects  may  be  attain- 
ed by  a  resort  for  the  necessary  powers,  to  the 
same  wisdom  and  virtue  in  the  nation  wfrich  estab- 
lished the  constitution  in  its  actual  form,  and  pro- 
vidently marked  out,  in  the  instniment  itself,  a  safe 
and  practicable  mode  of  improving  it,  as  expe* 
rience  might  suggest
